Withouf any particular 
warning be presented to the institution gifts 
aggregating nearly three million dollars—to 
be specific, $2,917,000. 

This benefaction from the oil king makes 
his total gifts to the university during a 
period of eighteen years $21,324,322. 

The present yesterday was received by 
Acting President Harry Pratt Judson in a 
letter from John D. Rockefeller Jr., speak- 
ing for his father.

IS PLANNED BY GEN. BOOTH. 


Head of Salvation Army to Inaugurate 
New Year by Extending Hope to 
Those Contemplating Ending Life.

LONDON, Dec. 81. Gen. Booth of the Sal- 
vation army will inaugurate the new year 
with a novel scheme, aiming to check the 
rapidly increasing number of suicides.

The bureau guaran des 
secrecy and promises not to inquire into the 
antecedents or other private circumstances 
of applicants, but it does not promise finan- 
cial help.

Under this arrangement the 
city would pay out of the receipts 5 per cent 
interest. on $29,000,000 and on additional 
monéy expended for rehabilitation, and would 
have the right to pay either or both sums off 
at either of the interest dates, Jan. 1 and 
July 1. 

In the event of the licensee purchasing the 
property and the title proving defective the 
licensee would de relieved entirely of the 
payment of the 20 per cent bonus. It would 
be required, however, to deposit $29,000,000 
to be held by an authorized depository as se- 
curity for perfecting the title. This deposit 
would not be paid over until the title should 
be satisfactorily prefected. The iicensee 
would take possession of the properties sub- 
ject to the first lien of the rehabilftation 
money, which ie not to mature sooner than

censee at any six months’ periodat par. The 
rehabilitation money is to include 5 per cent 
for brokerage and 10 per cent for construction 
profits, as in the case of the City rellway 
ordinance. 

If at the time the city purchases the oper- 
ating. agreement between the Consolidated 
and Union Traction ie not satisfactory to the 
olty the company will be required to close 
the agreement’ and remove it entirely from 
“the situation.

„ Wbat hap been pronounced a period of 
the most efficient and aggressive work ever 
known in that branch.of the municipal gov- 
ernment has characterized the conduct of the 
department of health during 1906; The food 
inspection force of this department has con- 
demned and destroyed more than 12,000,000 
pounds of unfit and unwholesome foodstuffs, 
as compared with léss than 4,000,000 pounds 
in 1905. This result, too, was achieved by 
but a small inerease to the skeleton force of 
the department which meager appropria- 


tions allow. At the ayerage retail price pre- 


vailing before condemnation of this mass of 
foodstuffs, this result implies that Chicago 
housekeepers have been saved from paying 
out more than $1,170,000' for unwhoiesome 
and poisonots food—a saving that méans 
much more than can be measured in dollars 
and cents, for the return in the prevention 
of sickness end death is beyond estimate. 

Additional milk and dairy-inspectors have 
made. possible the increasing of the number 
of milk and cream examinations from less 
than 25,800 A year ago to more than 50,000 
during the ‘year now closed. Every dairy 
shipping milk to Chicago now is inspected 
twice a month, and this is supplemented by 
laboratory examinations. The restaunant 
buginess has been placed under sanitary in- 
spection and more than 1,600 restaurants 
have been inspected,. with the result that 
forty have. been refused licenses and .129 
proprietors prosecuted.

Penalty for eee Title. 

In that event the city would not be re- 
quired to pay any part of either of these 
gums until the company is able to deliver a 
perfect title. Under this arrangement the 
city would pay out of the receipts 5 per cent 
interest. on $29,000,000 and on additional 
money expended for rehabilitation, and would 
have the right to pay either or both sums off 
at either of the interest dates, Jan. 1 and 
July 1. 

In the event of the licensee purchasing the 
property and the title proving defective the 
licensee would be relieved entirely of the 
payment of the 20 per cent bonus. It would 
be required, however, to deposit $29,000,000 
to be held by an authorized depository as se- 
curity for perfecting the title. This deposit 
would not be paid over until the title should 
be satisfactorily prefected. The licensee 
would take possession of the properties sub- 
ject to the first lien of the rehabilitation 
money, which is not to mature sooner than 
twenty years, but may be paid of by the li- 
censee at any six months’ period at par. The 
rehabilitation money is to include 5 per cent 
for brokerage and 10 per cent for construction 
profits, as in the case of the City railway 
ordinance. 

If at the time the city purchases the oper- 
‘ating. agreement between the Consolidated 
and Union Traction is not satisfactory to the 
‘eity. the company will be required to close 
the agreement aud remove it entirely from 
‘the situation. 

W. W. Gurley, general counsel of the Union 
Traction company, and Henry W. Blair, rep- 
resenting interests in the underlying com- 
panies, said Mr. Fisher's statement Was an 
adequate presentation of the settlement, and 
that they believed it would satisfy all inter- 
ests. In this statement they are joined by 
Attorneys Krauthoff and Wickersham on be- 
half of eastern financiers.

“The ordinances, if finally agreed upon, 
should be submitted to popular vote. For, in 
my judgment, no settlement of. the traction 
question ever will be satisfactory to the peo- 
ple of Chicago unless an opportunity is at- 
forded them to take the necegsary steps to 
have the question placed upon the ballot for 
their approval or digapprova!l.

The erection of these dormitories will be 
the first step in the plan conceived by Dr. 
Harper in housing the students of each col-’ 
lege together. These new dormitories will 
de foy the women of the junior colleges. It 
is. planned ultimately to erect a similar sys- 
tem of dormitories for men in the quadrangie 
between Drexel and Ingleside avenues, west 
of Cobb hall. 

As nearly as can be stated, the income from 
the addition to the endowment fund will go 
sto meet the institution's annual-deficit, and 
specifically for the law, school and school of 
education expenses. 


Story of His Early Donations. 


Trustees of the university recalled last 
night that Mr. Rockefeller’s interest in the 
institution had stretched over a period of 
nearly twenty years. It was soon after the 
closing of the old. University of Chicago in 
1886 that he became impressed with the idea 
that a great university was needed in Chi- 
cago. This idea gradually grew and assumed 
definite form in nis mind, and in 1888 he held 
several conferences with Dr. William R. 
Harper, then a professor of divinity at Yale 
college. 

Dr. Harper was pleased with the sugges- 
tion, and the matter was laid before the 
American Baptist Education society, which 
early in 1889 voted to take immediate steps 
toward the founding of a well equipped col- 
lege in Chicago.“ 

This action led to Mr. Rockefeller’s dona- 
tion in January, 1889. His first gift of $234,- 


000 had been for preliminary work. In May, 


1888, he offered $600,000 as endowment, pro- 
vided an additional $400,000 be pledged be- 
fore June 1, 1800. The money was pledged, 
and in September, 1890, the University ot 
Chicago was Incorporated. Mr. Rockefeller 
then gave $1,000,000 more and the work of 
buying the site and erecting the buildings 
began at once. 

In February, 1892, it became apparent that 
further large sums would be needed for the 
endowment of instruction, and Mr. Rocke- 
feller gave 81. 000,000. In December of the 
samé year he gave another $1,000,000 for en- 
dowment. In 1893 a fund of $500,000 was 
raised for équipment, ‘and Mr. Rockefeller 
added $401,000 to the amount. 

A gift of $500,000 was made in 1894 for gen- 
eral purposes. 


$3,000,000 for Endowment Fund. 

In October, 1805, it became apparent that 
the university needed further endowment 
funds and Mr. Rockefeller donated $1,000,000. 
He also proposed a further contribution of 
$2,000,000 provided a like amount be sub- 
scribed by othera within a certain time. Large 
sums were subscribed by others which, with 
Mr: Rockefeller’s gift, brought the univer- 
sity’s endowment up to a total of 811.500, 000. 

Mr. Rockefeller made no more gifts till 
1900. Then the university's regular annual 
deficit had become distressing to the manage- 
ment and Mr’ Rockefeller was persuaded to 
give $1,500,000, part of which went to the en- 
dowment fund and part to wipe out the 
deficit. In 1901 he gave $1,250,000; of which 
$1,000,000 went to endowment and the balance 
to meet the regular deficit. 

The gift of $1,850,000 in 1908 was chiefly in 
the form of real estate, improved and unim- 
proved, being land anti eis on the south side 
of the Midway. 

Subsequent gifts have been largely for the 
endowment fund. After Dr. Harper died, a 
year ago, Mr. Rockefeller announced that his 
interest in the university would not fail, and 
as an earnest of this he gave the institution 
$1,450,000 on Jan. 22, 1906.. Noother benefac- 
tion Was received from him until yesterday.

HAS BIG STORY TO TELL. 


Says He Will Give His Opinion | 
of Belgian Atrocities Over 
Own Signature. 


New York, Dec. 31.—[Special I- Prot. 
Frederick Starr of the University of Chicago, 
whose specialty is anthropology, who has 
distinguished himself. by discoveries about. 
the aboriginal people of Japan, returned to- 
day on the liner Vaderiand from a visit to the 
land of the pygmies in the Congo Free State. 
His companlon on the journey was a Mexican 
boy, whom he adopted when a baby. 

His study of the dwarfs along the tworivers 
of Congo, where the pygmies are smaller 
than elsewhere, showed that the average 
height was only 8 feet 10 inches and the en- 
treme height 4 feet 8 inches. 

Prof, Starr refused to say anything about | 


; 


ing Congo natives. He said he had his opin- 
ions, but that he preferred to put them only 
over his own signature. 

He declared the natives were bright and 
intelligent and needed a chance only to 
prove they were capable of higher develop- 
ment. 

Reports Many Narrow Escapes. : 

Prof. Starr said he had traveled about 22. 
000 miles searching for information about 
pygmies and other African races since he 
left this port in September, 1905. He visited 
twenty-eight tribes, among whom, he says, 
he had many adventures and narrow es- 
capes. . He will. nat tell about these until he 
returns to Chicago on Saturday. 

Prof. Starr went up the Congo to Stanley 
Falls and then took a trip around them, ex- 
ploring several tributaries, He was the sec- 
ond white explorer to make an extended in- 
vestigation. of the region around the upper 
part of the Oiku river. The other was Prof: 
Wolf, who went after pysmies for the Louisi- 
ana Purchase exposition and who is now Hv- 
ing among the natives. He was to have met 
Prof. Starr in pygmy. land, but — missed : 
each other. aa? 


(/Matives Expert at Cat's Cradle. 
of. Starr said that something that in- 

terested him, even more than the pygmies 
was the discovery that full grown Congo na- 
tives were experts at the child's game of 
cat's cradle, which they played ‘usually: on 
the fingers of two or more persons. The pro- 
fessor said other anthropologists’ had in- 
vestigated cat’s cradle, which was played by 
uncivilized tribes in several parts of the 
world. He found that the natives played 
more than 100 rn games, some of them 
intricate. i

Parsimony as Factor. ; 
‘Then there is the human agency block sig- 
nal system. That is the one ordinarily in use 


im this country. An operator at one end of a 


block sets a signal and keeps it set when the 
train is in his block until he receives tele- 
graphic advice from the other end that the 
train has passed and the block is clear. This 
is work of the highest importance. It re- 
quires the use of telegraph operators, of 
men with good eyes, good heads, and quick 
hands, But the railfoads do not aware em- 
ploy such men. 

The commission has already 8 
many cases Where boys were put in charge 
of block signals. In other cases, through 
downright parsimony or bad management, 
signal men have been compelled to work 
jong hours and frequently have been de- 
prived of regular meals. In almost every 
case wages have been low, and as a necessary 
consequence the character of the service has

When a signal man, ‘after letting a train 
on to his block, forgets, through weariness 
or hunger or downright incapacity, to set a 
proper signal for the following train which 
will stop it at the beginning of the block, he 
invites disaster.

Trainman Vital Feature. 

Then, as a third factor in the problem 
which the interstate commerce commission 
is called upon to solve, there comes the train- 
man. An engineer who has been without 
sleep a long time, who is addicted to the use 
of liquor, who has color blindness, or who’

WAIT ON CONFERENCE RULINGS. 


Stagg Denies Fixing Date for Eastern 
Football Games—“Big Nine“ 
to Meet Soon. 


Director Stagg of the University of Chicago re- 
turned from the east yesterday and denied the 
reports that Chicago and Pennsylvania have fixed 
upon Nov. 16 as a tentative date for a football 
game in Philadelphia... ‘‘ The game was not dis- 
cussed and neither was a contest with Yale or any 
other eastern team,“ said Stagg. I have no au- 
thority to make any such dates and nothing can 
be done until after the conference rujings are cer- 
tain and the senate has announced its attitude. 

Mr. Stagg further announced the meeting of the 
football rules committee will be held in New York 
the latter part of this month. He has a few minor 
changes to propose, but looks for no material 
revision. 

It is now assured the second conference of the 
** big nine will de held in Chicago early in Janu- 
ary. Dr. Hutchins of Wisconsin. president of the 
conference, has requested the nine universities to 
decide upon the most convenient date, and he is 
expected to issue a formal call for a meeting within 
a few days. In order to expediate matters the 
second conference will not wait for the various! 
universities to take action upon the December 
recommendations, but it is expected each delegate 
will come with definite instructions. Rulings of 
the second conference are binding upon the big 
nine, rejection being subject to a loss of membet- 
ship in the conference. 

R. M. Chitwood, who has had the handling of the 
finances of the university athletics, has resigned 
in order to devote his entire time to his work as 
assistant register. Frank L. Dickinson has been 
appointed as his successor, under the supervision 
of Dr. J. E. Raycroft.

ican holdings. As in the case of wheat and 
corn, no deals of importance were at- 
tempted, although one of the biggest pro- 
fessional operators gave the trade 6 scare at 
one time. His operations came at a time 
when general sentiment was bearish, and his 
efforts to hoost values were short lived. 


Bye Flour in Good Demand. 


The main factor in maintaining rye prices 
during the last year wag the better flour de- 
mand, both on this crop and the previous 
one, the consumption of bread made from 
rye flour having shown a steady increase. 
At one time the price of rye flour in New 
York was as high as hard winter wheat flour. 
Good rye has been scarce, and outside of 
the excellent demand from millers from time 
to time there have been heavy requirements 
from distillers and maltsters, who have been 
compelled to bid up prices to obtain the 
grades desired. The government estimated 
the last year’s crop at 83,374,000 bu. Stocks 
have not been burdensome at any time. 
The fine malting demand for barley, com- 
bined with the delayed movement of the crop 
on account of wet weather and car shortage, 
has been the Influence in favor of prices 
of this cereal. There have been no dull pe- 
riods during the year, dealers claiming that 
1906 has been an exceptionally prosperous 
season. Trade in seeds has been light aed 
comparatively featureless. Good prices habe 
been obtainable for timothy and clover seed, 
and there has been a steady inquiry for flax- 
seed, which has kept values from receding. 


Provisions Display Strength. 

High prices have prevailed for hog prod- 
ucts throughout the year, caused by the light 
run of hogs at the principal western packing 
centers, light stocks, and an enormous con- 
sumption of provisions of all Kinds. The 
investigatlon of the packing industry was 
probably responsible for some falling off in 
the foreign demand, but the increased con- 
sumption of lard and other product in this 
country as a result of the more rigid govern- 
ment supefvision has more than offset this 
defection. Stocks at the close of the year 
are comparatively light. particularly of ribs, 
local supplies of, which are estimated at about 
4,000,000 pounds where there are usually 
12,000,000 to 15,000,000 pounds in store here. 
Little old product is on hand; The delayed 
movement of hogs has upset all calculations, 
as it was the general opinion early in the 
season that heavy receipts would come later 
in the year. Every predicted heavy move- 
ment has failed to materialize. Outside 
speculative interest has been large com- 
pared with the trade in other pits. 


Affairs on the Board. 


As an organization the board of trade has 
had a fairly successful year despite the 
comparative dullness in trading in the pits. 
The most important action taken by the 
members was the increasing of commission 
charges 100 per cent in the hope that the 
higher rates would spur outside merchants. 
to greater activity in working for the grain 
trade. The proposition was adopted after a 
vigorous campaign, in which “tons of lit- 
erature pro and con were distributed. After 
a trial of several months, in which the ex- 
pected activity failed to materialize, the 
traders returned to the old commission rates, 
which now #re effective. Since the restora- 


tioh of the old charges there has been no 


appreciable improvement in bus.ness. 

The year witnessed increasing bitterness 
between the little fellows and the ele- 
vator interests, both of whom are dissatisfied 
with the other's methods of doing business. 
The fight still hangs fire, and it is not be- 
heved that general harmony will prevail 
until a “happy medium” is reached. 
Neither side has shown much disposition to 
give an inch, although trade peacemakers 
ahd diplomats bave worked hard to bring 
about a better feeling between the warring 
elements. The most important failure of the 
year in grain circles was that of McReynolds 
& Co., involving hundreds of thousands of 


dollars and the head of Which was found | 


guilty of violating the laws of the state in 
dealing! with warehouse receipts. Several 
‘of ‘the smaller traders, principally floor 
brokers, were forced to the wall, but the 
aggregate of their liabilities was.not im- 
portant. The higher commission charges 
resulted in much brokerage business being 
diverted to bucket shops, against which the 
board of trade kept up a vigorous fight 
throughout the year, and in cases against 
which it won notable victories.

AUTOMOBILES. 


OTHING has forged to the frontina 
way that has attracted public notice 
so much during the year as the auto- 
mobile industry, which made such a 
great record for 1905. Chicago is not a 

leading automobile making center. One of 
the special trade writers in this line declares 
that the chief obstacle to the Chicago manu- 
facture of machines on a large scate is the 
danger of labor troubles.» Another explana- 
tion given, by an equally” posted man 
in the business is that Chicago is so big that 
it is @daificult problem to get materiais to and 


some of the smaller cities are nearer to the 
raw materials of which the machines have to 
be made: Neither of these explanat! sat- 
isfactorily explains. The truth is, the manu- 
facture of these mechines began in a small 
way at a number of outside points in Indiana, 
Michigan, and other states, where bicycle 


| concerns flourished in former years, and those 


who wished to expand their manufacture in 
a large way probably considered it much 
cheaper than to begin building new plants in 
Chicago. This city, however, has half a 
dozen concerns which are extensive manu- 
facturers of the bodies of the large machines. 
From the most extensive producers in the 
city it was learned that fully half the ma- 
chines sold were made up of running gear, 
frame work, and engine from some eastern 
or foreign manufacturing point and the bal- 
ance of the machine made in Chicago. Some 
of the leaders in the sale and distribution of 
high grade machines cannot record the claim 
that machines are playthings, the same as 
bicycles, with any degree of patience. They 
declare indignan that autos have become 
the most popular mode of transportation in 
both the old and new world, that the machines 
are fast working into the commercial world, 
taking the place of horses in the heavier ton- 
nage in the great cities, and as the trolley 
cars and the telephone pushes out over the 
country the autemobiles are following, and it 
is no uncommon thing these days for the 
prosperous farmer to have his automobile, 
which serves a double purpose of business 
and pleasure. They claim that as cities im- 
prove their streets and the country roads are 
made hard and smooth ds they are in Europe 
the machine is bound to become’ more popu- 
lar and more practical. The demand for the 
output of the factories tributary to Chicago 
may be judged by the statement that one con- 
cern in a neighboring state had its sample 
machines for 1907 on exhibition less than 
three months when it had its entire output 
for next year sold ahead. a 

The chief obstacle manufacturers have met 
with this year is the scarcity of materials. 
At one Chicago plant, where the bodies for 
these large touring cars are extensively made, 
the statement was given out that the suc- 
cessful manufacturer of automobiles must 
have his material contracted for at least two 
years ahead or he cannot expect to keep 
pace with the demand of the sales people 
and the public. In the manufacture of the 
machines, whether they are manufactured at 
home or abroad, there is experienced the 
same difficulty in obtaining the crude rubber 
for the. manufacture of tires and the leather 
for the finishings as there is in securing the 
steel and other material for the more essen- 
tial parts of the machine. It is found that 
the most successful machines are those in 
which the wood, steel, and the rubber for the 
essential parts are selected with the greatest 
care and almost regardless ofexpense. Tak- 
ing the partial manufacture and the enor: 
mous selling capacity of Chicago in the auto- 
mobile line into account the business of 1906 
shows an expansion of fully 40 per cent over

COAL. : 


URING the year 1906 Chicago received 
nearly a million and a half more tons 
of coal than in 1905. The large in- 
crease this year in the products of the 
mines, mills. and the soil greatly ac- 

eentuated the demand for coal. The chief 
feature of the coal trade during the year, ac- 
cording to E. S. Ketchum, editor of Black 
Diamond, was the strike, which predominated 
during April, May, and June. Labor trou- 
bles were brewing from the first of the year, 
but it was not believed that a strike would 
take place until the deadlock occurred in the 
Indianapolis convention the first week of 
February. The operators refused to accept

the demands of the miners and a general 


strike took place April 1 in almost all of the 
coal fields excepting western Pennsylvania. 
„All the Pennsylvania mines did not close 
owing to the fact that the Pittsburg Coal com- 
pany was compelled by a contract to supply 
coal to the United States Steel corporation. 
Negotiations continued between the miners 
and operators through April. During the 
second week in May the anthracite mines re- 
sumed operations, the miners and operators 
having come to an agreement. The condi- 
tions between the operators and the miners 
at most of the mines were not settled until the 
last of June: This strike is of interest be- 


| 


cause it influenced the cost of coal and 
brought into competition the southern and 
northern mining fields. It was known early 
in the year that a strike could not be averted. 
The prices during the interim of the strike did 
not advance, as is usually the case, owing to 
the fact that large contractors and sales 
agents put in large stocks of coal, and these, 
together with the production of the nonunion 
mines, which averaged about 6,000,000 tons a 
month, created a /stfficient supply of coal 
to take care of the cufrent demand. How- 
ever! a few weeks previous to the calling of 
the strike during the last of March, the de- 
mand for coal became excessive and the price 
advanced in some cases beyond all previous 
records.

trial city of its own at great outlay, and its 
business at the same time expanded in a 
wonderful way. Another concern which, in 
a way, has been the pioneer in, this line of 
business, with Meadquarters on the lake front 


in th® downtown district, has gone its chief 


competitor ene better and secured a sixty 
acre tract of land on the north branch of the 
Chicago river and is laying out plans and 
foundations for one of the most imposing 
concerns of Chicago’s commercial world. 
For the last three months of the year these 
two great rivals have employed an entire 
hight force in addition to the day staff, and 


the country is drawing on both, as well as 


many others in the mail order line, to their 
full capacity for all kinds of goods, from the 
tiniest toy to the largest article used in agri- 
culture or in the home. This success has not 
passed unnoticed by others who have started 
a great number of smaller concerns in the 
same field. The eager buying of goods in 
this way by the public for twelve months 
has not been checked by high prices of man- 
ütactured articles. The advance is due in 
part to the high price of materials. Manu- 
facturers in some instances, it was claimed, 
actually marked up prices in order to divert 
orders which they could not possibly fill. In 
nearly every department these 


were behind in almost every instance,

Perhaps the largest hardware handling con- 
cern in Chicago, or the world, declares it 
has orders placed that are twelve monthg 
old and not filled.

Compared with former years, 1906 has been 
remarkably free from labor disturbances in 
the metal working and kindred Hnes, an- 
other factor which contributed in large meas- 
ure to the phenominal results achieved. The 
principal strikes involved the coal W 


having been voluntarily made in — every 
line of effort during the last twelve months. 
The strike of the molders was of great prom- 
inence and involved between 7,000.and.8,000 


skilled mechanics in various parte of the. 


country. This was another attempt to com- 
pel the recognition of the closed shop, but, 
like its predecessors, also proved a s 
failure. 

Perhaps the most significant development of 
the year in iron and steel production is the 
great extension of the basic open hearth 
steel process over the Bessemer steel process. 
The first impulse towards this change came 
from the increasing difficulty to secure Bes- 
semer pig iron, together with the increasing 
cost and growing scarcity of Bessemer ores. 
During 1906 twenty-one open hearth furnaces 
were completed, with an annual capacity of 
873,600 tons. There are forty-seven furnaces 
now under construction, of an estimated an- 
nual capacity of 2,189,360 tons; while seventy- 
six open hearth furnaces are known to have 
been authorized, with an annual capacity of 
substantially 4.500.000 tons. The only im- 
portant Bessemer plant completed in 1906 
is that at Youngstown, O., having two ten ton 
converters, with an annual capacity of 360,- 
000 tons. Of blast furnaces completed, un- 
der construction, or authorized during 1906, 
the total number Is sixty-two, with an annual 
capacity of 7,298,000 tons. 

Chicago has outdistanced all other sections 
of the country in the amount of new construc- 
tion undertaken during the year within its 
confines or contiguous to same. The iron 
and steel interests have outgrown Pittsburg 
and the southern extremity of Lake Michi- 
gan has been chosen for the future develop- 
ment of the industry. This district pos- 
sesses resources more than offsetting the 
economic advantage of Pittsburg in its prox- 
imity to the Connellsville coal fields. Con- 
clusive demonstrations have been made that 
byprodudt coke is excellently adapted for 
blast furnace operations. The bypreduct 
coking plants at South Chicago and Milwau- 
kee have been increased during thre year to a 
total of $20 ovens, with an annual capacity of 
360,000 tons of foundry and furnace coke. 
The fact that their entire output for 1907 is 
already sold testifies to its popularity. The 
United States Steel Corporation has made 
provision for the ultimate erection of a large 

s byproduct coking plant at Gary, while a num- 
der, of eastern capitalists are reported: to 
have recently bought 124 acres of land in 
Hammond, Ind., with a view to the erection 
of a mammoth coking plant there. The erec- 
tion of a plant at Jollet, III., for the manu- 
facture of silica Tire brick has removed the 
only other physical disability towards the 
development of this district as an iron and 
steel producing center. Heretefore all the 
refractory materials for iron and steel mak - 
ing operations have come from Pennsyl- 
vania and Kentucky, but the discovery of 
a quartzite formation in Wisconsin that can 
be manufactured into a high grade refractory 
that will stand the severe usage of open 
hearth practice, not 3 Will make the west

threatens to change the center’ of operations 
in this industry. 

In rallroad communication, the territory 
to the ‘south of Chicago is unrivaled. Six 
trunk lines pass through it, and four belt rail- 
ways connect with it. There is also unlimited 
room for switching yards and storage tracks, 
as well.as for the expansion of plants and 
towns located within it. Chicago has long 
been the foremost iron and stéel distributing 
center of the country, and the manufacturers 
of ‘these products have not overlooked the 
time and expense represented in the haulage 
from Pjttsburg that will be saved. It is also 
nearer to the dre ranges than any of the 
Lake Erie ports by several hundred miles, 
and by the location of all the blast furnaces 


‘at the water's edge, the practice at South 
-Chicago and in Lake county, Ind., the great 


expense involved in transshipping the ore 
from.the docks to the blast furnaces miles 
distant, as is the custom at Lake Erie ports, 
is saved, 

The Gary plant overshadows all other un- 
dertakings in this district. In its completed 
state, it will produce annually, in round fig- 
ures, 8,000,000 tons of steel. Of this 900,000 
tons will be open hearth rails, 300,000 tons 
will go into plates, 360,000 tons merchant 
bars, and the balanee will be divided into 
structural shapes, billets, etc. There will be 
four bar mils, each with an annual capacity 
of 90,000 tons. The first unit, of four 450 ton 
blast furnaces, and 28 60 ton open hearth 
furnaces, together with the blooming and 
slabbing milis, and other finishing mills 
necessary to handle the steel produced, has 
been under construction for several months; 
the second unit, also of four blast furnaces 
and 28 open hearth furnaces, of the same 
capacity as well as finishing mills, was au- 
thorized last month. When these are complet- 
ed they will comprise 80 per cent of the total 
prospective output. 

The other additions are summarized briefly 
as follows: Illinois Steel company, South 
Chicago, one 500 ton blast furnace, one fur- 
nace rebuilt and put in blast last November, 
increasing the capacity from 100,000 to 160,000 
tons a year; seven 50 ton open hearth fur- 
naces. Under construction, one 30 inch uni- 
versal plate mill to roll plates from 6 inches 
to 80 inches wide, to 80 feet long; capacity, 
7,500 tons a month; one 24 inch light rail mill 
to roll from 12 pound to 46 pound sections; 
capacity, 7,500 tons a month. Authorised— 
Two 250 ton mixers for the Bessemer depart- 
ment and a new 40,000,000 gallon pumping 
engine, Same company at Joliet has ccm- 
pleted one 500 ton blast furnace; one track 
bolt and nut plant, capacity 20,000 kegs per 
month; one splice bar plant for making rail 
joints of the continuous and -Wolhaupter 
types, capacity 11,000 tons a month, 

Inland Steel company, Indiana harbor, has 
under construction and authorized: Two 400 
ton blast furnaces, three 50 ton open hearth 
furnaces, one Morgan continuous bar mill to 
roll down to % inch rounds. 

Other finishing capacity includes the instal- 
lation at the steel plant of the International 
Harvester company, South Chicago, of a 
Morgan continuous bar mill consisting of 
eight stands of 16 inch rolls, three stands of 
14 inch rolls, with cooling beds and straight- 
ening machines, with a capacity of 6,200 tons 
@ month. 7 

The American Rolling Mill corporation, 
Chicago and Muncie, Ind., also commenced 
the erection of a new bar iron plant in Chi- 
cago, comprising one 21 inch and one 10 inch 
mili, with a capacity of 150 tons a day. 

The enormous increase of productive ca- 
pacity represented in this schedule of ex- 
tensions assumes a place of almost Secondary 
consideration when compared with the con- 


suming and . interests it will im- 
vite to Chicago. The tide has already set 
m. The Standard Steel Car company of 
Pittsburg has decided to locate at Hammond. 
Ind., and has in course of erection an im- 
mense plant there, while the Western Steel 
Car and Foundry company of Chicago will 
bulld a model manufacturing town to be 
known as Burnham, on the Calumet river, 
of which its new works will form the nucleus. 
The Puliman company has also decided upon 
the erection of a new plant at Pullman for 
the manufacture of steel and wooden freight 
cars. 

There were considerably more price 

hanges in 1906 than in 1906. Demand was 
i active throughout the year and manu- 
facturers’ capacity so fully engaged ahead 
that it was impossible to maintain a schedule 
for any lengthy period. Several thousand 
tons of: billets were imported from England 
and Germany. by the International Harvester 
company and other local fabricators, but the 
relief afforded ‘was only temporary. There 
are no indications that the pressure W.., be 
diminished in the firet half of 1907, and rolling 
billets at $29.50 Pittsburg. forging billets at 
$36 Chicago, and wire rods at $39 Chicago 
may be minimum prices for months to come. 
The volume of business on the books of weet- 
ern mills for delivery in the new year is suf- 
ficient to insure the continuance of existing 


conditions for at least half that period. Two 


million and a half tons is a conservative es- 
timate of the aggregate rail tonnage on 
the books of manufacturers at the present 
time. The demand for light rails was of a 
more scattering nature. There wasa greatly 
increased consumption, however, in this ter- 
ritory during the year. leading to the erection 
of a new plant at South Chicago with an 
annual output of 90,000 tons. This will be 
in operation early in 1907. Standard Besse- 
mer rails remained at §28 f. o. b. mill during 
the year, and this price was reaffirmed for 
1907 tequirements. 

Two distinct price movements were ap- 
parent in pig iron during the twelve months 
under review. The first six were marked by 
vacillation on the part of buyers of foundry 
rong and a wavering attitude by producers. 
On the other hand, steel making irons were 


© gearce, and high prices were paid for prompt 


shipments of same, especially in the first 
half. In foundry irons the year opened 
strong with northern No. 2 selling $19.25 
Chicago and southern No. 2 at $14.50 Bir- 
mingham. February saw the first signs of 
weakness, the market declining 50c a ton in 
that month. Following this drop prices.rose 
and fell for the next four months; according 
to changing conditions. For the general run 
of business, however, $13 Birmingham was 
the loweet price of the year. This obtained 
in June after the dissolution of the Southern 
Furnace association. The lowest price paid 
for northern No. 2 foundry was doubtless 
$17.85 Chicago, which was quoted in the same 
month that southern iron touched the bot- 
tom. 
popular cry. With the increasing demand 
prices advanced rapidly. No quotation was 
allowed to stand over night, and it was not 
unusual for prices to advance two or three 
times during the course f a day. All at- 
tempts at uniformity were abandoned, and 
there were as many echedules in force as 
there were sellers. Today spot iron is heid 
at $28 Birmingham, or $26.90 Chicago, for 
southern No. 2 foundry, and at $27 Chicago 
or northern No. 2 foundry. Separate sched- 
ules also exist for deliveries in the first, sec- 
ond, third, and fourth quarters of 1907, for 
which the buying has been quite active in 
the last three months. The new year starts 
with practically all furnaces in the north 
and south sold up for the first half, and with 
large tonnages on their books for the last 
six months.

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LUMBER. 


HERE are 700 manufacturing concerns 
in Chicago, some of them gigantic in- 
dustries, all of which use lumber as 
the chief article:in manufacture. To 
meet such local demands as these and 

to meet similar demands from a territory 
which is bounded only by the seas and the 
gulf requires that Chicago keep on hand a 
larger available supply of lumber of all kinds 
than is found within the city limits of any 
other municipality in this country. Even 
after making this broad statement it is 
claimed by the editor of the Lumberman 
that Chicago’s capital is invested in timber 
lands, lumber manufacturing plants, and 
lumber distribution representing a total of 
about 3,000,000,000 feet annually, not a stick 
of which comes into or goes out of Chicago. 
Some of this is lumber which goes direct 
from the northern woods for export. Large 
quantities owned by Chicago .people move 
from the Pacific coast timber regions direct 
to consuming points without becoming a part 
of Chicago industries. It is conceded that 
no such thing as a scarcity of lumber has 
ever existed. In fact, the output is usually 
in excess of demands, except as the heaviest 
manufacturers are now wisely curtailing the 
output in some quarters to equalize prices 
and make the business more profitable. 

The first six months of the year for Chi- 
cago lumber trade exceeded the same months 
of 1905 by about 15 per cent. The last six 
months show a moderate increase over a 
like period of the previous year. The best 
authorities agree that 10 per cent expansion 
in the total business in lumber and shingles 
during 1906 is a fair conclusion. There is 
one extensive lumber concern in Chicago 
which owns all its gwn manufacturing plants 
in the northern woods and is preparing to 
establish sawmills for the production of lum- 
ber from its timber lands in the south. The 
year began with such @ great demand that 
dealers practically obtained their own prices. 


bad weather, when prices of soft wood weak- 
| ened. During the three months of unsettled 
prices in pine there was no weakness what- 
ever in hardwood prices. The business goes 
over into 1907 with as great promise as that 
of twelve months ago. People engaged in 
lumber manufacture claim they have made 
larger profits than ever before.

| WAGONS AND CARRIAGES. 


EPRESENTATIVE people in the 
wagon and carriage trade are not 
blind to the fact that automobiles are 
cutting into the wheeled vehicle busi- 
néss in an important way. They 
declare, however, that it has been most felt 
in the smaller sales of ie and other 
gh priced vehicles, and in the case of 
heavy truck wagons for freighting. Aside 
from these two features, they claim that 
the year for wagons, carriages, buggies, and 
all wheeled. vehicles has been a banner one. 
The manufacturer with factories outside of 
the city declares that the demand for farm 
wagons for the twelve months was never 
so great. The same establishment at its 
city salesrooms claims to have been putting 
canopy topped buggies into the west ali the 
way from Texas to Manitoba, in a way 
never equaled before. Another concern, 
which makes a specialty of delivery wag- 
ons, such as are used in both city and coun- 
try, made the extraordinary claim of 100 per 
cent increase over the business of 1908. 
Medium priced vehicles of all kinds have 
had the call, and the enormous sales have 
more than. offset any inroads in the business 
made by the automobile trade. It must 
be remembered that the superseding of the 
horse drawn vehicle is confined largely to 
metropolitan business. The automobile has 
not interfered with sales much over the 
great country territory covered by Chi- 
cago salesmen.

HICAGO has about gone 0 g cf the bi- 
cycle business as far as manufactur- 
ing is concerned. There is no exclu- 
sive manufacture of wheels in Chi- 
cago. There are those who do;tepair- 

ing and supplying of various parts. Even the 

‘matter of sales of wheels manufactured else- 
where is confined to side lines with some 
other business. The total bicycle industry in 
Chicago has dwindled to such proportions 
that it probably does not exceed $1,500,000 
for the entire year of 1906 Of this total a 
large percentage of the business done was 
in the country. Mall order houses and de- 
partment stores supply the wheels to country 
points, and this alone makes the matter of 
bicycles worthy of any consideration as a 
business line. 


PLUMBING. 


EPUTATION of manufacturers counts 
tor a great deal in lines where high 
priced material must be used and 
skilled workmen employed. This has 
deen a very marked feature of the 
plumbing business in Chicago for twelve 
months past.

N keeping pace with the big demand for 
building material the brickmakers of 
Chicago have overdone the business in a 
way. Some of the most conservative 
brick manufacturers in the city claim 

there was added to the brickmaking capacity 
of Chicago fully 24 per cent for the year. 
There were six large new plants added to 
the list for the twelve months. A number 
of others enlarged their buildings and brick- 
ae capacity. While the consumption of 
Chicago and points to which they 
* has greatly increased, the sup- 
ony of the Chicago makere has increased far 
in excess of the demand. It was intimated 
that some of the new concerns possibiy orig- 
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ler plants would absorb them or care for 
them in some way to avoid the competition. 
Such was not the case, and the whole brick- 
making fraternity has had to fall back on 
the law of supply and demand, which has 
made it a less prosperous business to make 
brick than formerly. There were large sup- 
plies on hand at the end of the former year, 
and the condition of the entire line of manu- 
facture may be judged by one concern, which 
estimated shortly before the close of the 
year a delivery of 37,500,000 more brick than 
for 1905. The same plant shows a record of 
brick made amounting to 22,000,000 in excess 
of the year previous.

FARM IMPLEMENTS. 


T is a little surprising that the line of 
manufacture which is nearest to all tillers 
of the soil, to the prosperity of the farm- 
ers of the world, has not shown quite the 
expansion noted in many other lines. 

There are two reasons fer this. The firs: is 
that farm implements were pushed into so 
many quarters cf the globe in 1905 that the 
last year c@uld not far exceed the previous 
one in volume of business without being phe- 
‘nomenal. The second reason is, crops in Rus- 
sia have been crippled, with tariff laws ad- 
verse im some other quarters, and this has 
held the farm implement business down to 
about a normal fieure of something like 8 per 
cent over the year previous. Even this, on 
top of the 12 per cent increase in 1905, makes 
20 per cent expansion in the volume of manu- 
facture and sale for the two seasons. So far 
as concentrating the manufacture of any par- 
ticular Une, there is nothing else in this coun- 
try to compare with the combined farm im- 
plement concern with headquarters in Chi- 
cago. The thrashing machine fs about the 
only thing hecessary to the handling of the 
crops that fg not made by th® harvesting ma- 
chine trust. In addition to manufacturing 
grain harvesters, as the name of the concern 
indicates, it also manufactures headers, reap- 
ers, gasoline engines, wagons, corn binders, 
pickers and huskers, corn shredders and 
shellers, and in the class of machinery for 
saving the hay crops cf the world it makes 
rakes, loaders, pressers, tedders, and hay 
stackers.

HE ten representative wholesale con- 

cerns dealing in wall paper in Chicago 

have a satisfactory story to relate. The 

public has taken all kinds of high 

priced paper and other expensive dec- 
orations during the year in larger volume 
than ever before. Five of the ten concerns 
referred to are manufacturers of wall paper 
and similar decorations, and they have been 
driven to their utmost the entire year to keep 
pace with the demands. In addition to the 
usual wall papers of numerous patterns these 
manufacturers and dealers have been led 
into dealing quite extensively in “Jap” 
leathers and grass cloths as well. The mat- 
ter of designing artistic paper and unique 
decorations is carried to a higher state of 
perfection than ever before, and Chicago is 
keeping pace. Manufacturers and jobbers 
agree they have had fully 20 per cent expan- 
sion for the year.

LIQUORS. 


story of a Wholesale liquor dealer: 

“The year 1906 wiil have to go down 

in the recorde as showing the largest 

gain over previous years of any time in 
thirty years, since I have been familiar 

with the business. I have not the exact data 
at hand concerning the output ot the distil- 
leries in Tlinois, Kentucky, Maryland, and 
Pennsylvania, where the greater part of the 
Sine liquors of the country are produced. We 


may judge the whole year fairly by the first 
six months, when the tax payments on whis- 
ky in Kentucky show a gain of 20 per cent 
ovef the same period of 1005, 10 per cent gain 
for the same time in Maryland and Pennsyi- 
vania, and possibly 15 per cent increase in the 
enormous Illinois output. We were all satis- 
fied with 1905. The public may know how 
business has been when I staie that 1906 ex- 
ceeds the previous year in the volume of sales 
by the Chicago wholesale liquor trade by 20 
percent. We regard high priced liquors 28 a 
luxury, and the great prosperity of the coun- 
try has resulted in great expansion in the 
business. Regardless of printed stories to 
the contrary, the leading liquor houses took 
no hand in the high Heense fight waged in 
Chicago, and the result of the $1,000 license 
has been profitable in many ways—chiefly in 
shutting off brewers in opening experiments 
with saloons, and it also places the retail 
dealers in liquors under better restrictions 
than before.“

RUBBER. 


NE can walk a half mile on one of the 
business streets of Chicago in the 
downtown district and see rubber for 
sale in some form in about every sec- 
ond establishment on each side of the 

street. This city has but one extensive me- 
chanical rubber manufacturing concern. It 
has its own plant, covering acres, and sup- 
plies all kinds of mechanical rubber manu- 
factures to all classes of buyers in Chicago 
and tributary country. As in the matter of 
leather, the chief consideration for the yéar 
has been that of prices. Makers of rubber 
goods from the crude article base their cal- 
culations on fine Para, the South American 
article. This ruled for the twelve months of 
the year between $1.22 and $1.35, with a fair 
average price of 81.25 for the year. Thie is 
about the price at which the crude rubber 
finished the year 1905. Next to rubber itself, 
the chief article in the manufacture of rub- 
ber goods is cotton and duck. An ordinary 
rubber belt contains 40 per cent of this duck. 
The material was on an average 15 per cent 
higher for the year. The chief maker of 
heavy rubber goods in Chicago states that 
sales are not made to consumers direct, but 
to supply houses and hardware concerns, 
which in turn supply the trade and furnish 
railroads and other large consumers with 
the manufactured pong

HICAGO brewers have had their own 
trouble for the year. The adoption of 
the $1,000 license in the epring demor- 
alized sales somewhat. as many of the 
retailers were put in a doubtful posi- 

tion about continuing business. There are 
several conflicting competing interests in the 
brewing business, and possibly some overpro- 
duction, and this has led to a reduction of 
prices, and profits have not been great. The 
revenue figures on fermented liquors for the 
northern part of Illinois, which is chiefly 
Chicago business, shows two or three months 
of the year behind those of 1905 and other 
months considerably increased.

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INANCIAL conditions in Chicago at 
the beginning of the year of 1907 have 
not been exceeded in soundness in the 
history of the city. The disturbance 
of public confidence occasioned by mis- 

management of one or two banks has not 
affected the fundamental situation, There is 
no overspeculation either in banking, real 
estate, grain, or stock trading. There have 
been floated a good many bonds to small 
purchasers, secured. by apartment buildings 
that will probably prove unfortunate invest- 
ments a few years hence. But such things 
are merely the ordinary passing ills inei- 
dent to business life. There is nothing un- 
sound of a permanent character. 
For the banks the year has been the best 
in history. They have made great profits 
through legitimate demand for funds. They 
have loaned their credit at 6 and 7 per cent. 
They have not sought commissions in ad- 
dition to the legal interest rate. They have 
provided for commercial need before taking 
advantage of the high rates that have ruled 
in Wall street: The earnings of fifty-six 
institutions will probably reach $11,000,000. 

As a measure of local prosperity bank 
clearings for the year show an increase of 
$905.546,162 over the previous year, and are 
the highest on record. The gain by monthe 
has been steady over corresponding periods in 
1905, and the total increase expressed in 
percentage is 8.9.

Within the last five years there 
have been organized a large number of small 
state banks, and these must be looked out for 
in the future. So long as times continue as 
they have been since 1896 the business of 
banking will be an easy one for the mod- 
erately competent and honest banker. No 
ohe but a dishonest official has come to grief 
in Chicago. But when the stress comes and 
debts are difficult to collect and when there 
is no market for real estate, then it is to be 
feared that many of these little banks will 
be unable to realize on their assets. If this 
should be the case it would be merely a repe- 
tition of experience. 
Chicago's history has there been such a 
large number of little banks organized. De- 
posits of the state banks of Chicago make the.

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Business on the local stock exchange for 
the year has been without special incident, 
except the falling away in price of the issues 
of the United Boxboard and Paper company 
and the dissatisfaction with the management 
of the Diamond Match company, The stock 
of the latter corporation, which at the time 
of the annual meeting one year ago was sell- 
ing at 14744, has since declined to around 122% 
through steady liquidation. The dividend 
rate of 10 per cent has not been changed, 
although at the annual meeting the question 
of lowering it to 7 per cent was raised. The 
company’s affairs, however, are dominated 
by the president, O. C. Barber, who fs not 
given to listening to the suggestions of oth- 
ers. He did, however. appoint two new mem- 
bers on the board of directors, these being 
supposed to represent the 7 per cent dividend 
ida. These new directors have expressed 
agreement with Mr. Barbef’s policy, and one 
of them has said the company was justified 
in paying 10 per cent. 

The stock of the United Boxboard and Pa- 
per company declined to a price under $6.00 
per share for the preferred stock and less 
than $1.00 per share for the common stock. 
Here again Q. C. Barber, the president of the 
company. got into a disagreement with the 
shareholders, and a protective committee was 
formed for the purpose of ousting the man- 
agement. Shares of stock have been de- 
posited freely with this committee. Mr. 
Barber sought to satisfy shareholders with 
the conduct of the managetaent at a meeting 
arranged for. Unfortunately the president 
lost his temper and the protective commit- 
tee proceeded with its plans for a change of 
management.

Sensational Deal of Year. 
The most sensational by far of all these— 


and, for that matter, one of the most nota- 
ble in the history of the clty—was the Steger 


lease of the Horner property at the north- 
west corner of Wabash avenue and Jackson 
street, which is based on a valuation of 4 
per cent on $30,000 a front foot and over $272 
a square foot, a record price for the. city. 


Such a value for Wabash avenue frontage, 


exceeding the highest figures for the choicest 
State street frontage, made the transaction 


unique and the subject of endless comment. 
It ie universally agreed among real estate 


men that the figures are much in excess of 
the value of the property, but the interesting 
and suggestive fact remains that a prom- 


ment and successful merchant and-manu- 


facturer was willing to pay them. 

Two other transactions which aroused 
much comment were the lease by the Uni- 
versity club of the property at the northwest 
corner of Michigan avenue and Monroe 
street and the lease by Charles Ruppert of 
the property at the northwest corner of State 
and Quincy streets, both thought to be ex- 
cessive at the time, but since the Steger 
lease thought to be cheap indeed.

NEW BUILDING ‘RECORD SET. 


Operations During 1906 Exceed Those 
of Any Previous Year; Immense 
Amount of Building. 7 


The building operations of Chicago during 
1906 established a new record for the city, 
exceeding that of any previous y in its 
history. The total cost, as represented by 
the permits taken out from the city building 
department, amounted to $66,482,680, with a 
total frontage of $280,587 feet. What this 
actually means may be better understood 
when it is sald that, packed in one 
zolid line without any intersecting street to 
lengthen it, it would extend for a distance 
of over fifty-three miles, single frontage, or 
considerably over half the distance to Mu- 
waukee. 

The figures for 1906 amounted to $63,836,700, 
#0 that a total for the two years of 5129.29. 
880 is had, and, inasmuch as the actual cost 
exceeds on the average the permit figures 
by more than 10 per cent, a grand total is. 
ad of approximately §140,000,000 for the 
buildings erected in Chicago during the last 
two years, sufficient in itself to supply the 
liwing and business needs of a great city. 
These figures become particularly impressive 
when it. is remembered that they are in no 
way the outgrowth of any boom sentiment, 
but represent simply the legitimate needs of 
Chicago’a, rapidly increasing population and 
business. ;

TRADE DURING YEAR. 


Total Valuations ' of Receipts 
Placed at $322;100,000, the 
Largest on Record.

competition at other points. Combined re- 
ceipts of all kinds of live stock were 15,961,- 
000, compared to 16,380,000 the previous year, 
a decrease of 419,170. The increased value of 
the arrivals, however, more than offset the 
Smaller receipts. Including the 544,000 hogs 
received direct by downtown packers, the 
total receipts for the year were 16,525,000, 
of which number there were slaughtered here 
in Chicago more than 11,900,000, the balance 
of the receipts going to outside dealers. 

Arrivals of sheep and calves broke all rec- 
ords, and average prices for these were in 
excess of all former figures. Cattle values on 
the average were higher than they previously 
have been in more than twenty-five years. 
December hog prices were the highest since 
1882 for the closing month of the year. Values 
fluctuated within a comparatively narrow 
range—$4.90 to $7.00 during the year. 

The valuation of all classes of live stock 
aggregated 6322, 100,000, compared to $302,- 
000,000 the previous year, and $271,724,000 in 
1904. General prices fluctuated within a nar- 
rower range than in previous years. Beef 
cattle averaged 280 per, hundred pounds 
higher than in 1905; hogs,!$1.00 higher; sheep, 
20c higher, and lambs, bc better. 


Cattle. 

An increased demand for meats of all kinds 
during the last year was 4 material factor 
in stimulating beef cattle prices, and has 
proved the judgment of feeders throughout 
the west, who have largely enhanced their 
operations in the last year or two to have 
been wise. Net returns to shippers and feed- 
ers, while not extravagant, have been satis- 
factory to all classes. At the same time, the 
buyers have made good profits from slaugh- 

rations. 
yg aveltie price for steers during the 
year was $5.30, or 25c higher than the aver- 
age price for the preceding year, the highest 
since 1902, the meat and corn famine in that 
year. sending the price of steers to $6.75.

A particularly satisfactory phase of the 
beet trade the last year was the comparative- 
ly n fluctuations in prices throughout 
the sea: which enabled feeders and ship- 


pers to operate on a more certain basis than 
has hitherto been possible. 

The trade in general was much éxercised, 
and to some extent handtcapped, by the 
violent beef agitation in the early summer 
months. This handicap was temporary. how- 
ever; as the passage of the federal inspec- 
tion. law operated to restore confidence on 
thé part of the public. and during the fall 
months there was a constantly expanding 
trade in all kinds of beef products, especially 
fresh meats. 

Influences making for a higher range of 
values during the year were the lighter re- 
ceipts, the immensely increased.consumptive 
capacity of the people. and the wonderful 
prosperity of the nation at large. Another 
factor was the lighter weight of the receipts, 
the average weight of all arrivals being only 
1.002 pounds, against 1,019 pounds im 1905. 
The high prices which prevailed for corn 
the greater. part of the yéat increased the 
cost of production toa large extent, and made 
higher prices 4&-necessity. 


Cattle Shipments Show Decrease. 


Total shipments of live cattle for the year 
from Chicago showed a decrease in spite of 
the fact that the consumption has been large 
in every section: This also was true of the ex- 
port trade. Both these items were offset to 
a ‘large extent by the increased shipments 
of dressed beef.” Shipments for the year ag- 
gregated 1,369:000, against 1,400,000 the pfevi- 
ous year. Exports were 301,000, a decrease of 


The exporting end of the trade was about 
the only interest to suffer during the season. 
Abundant supplies of Scdétch and English cat- 
tle in foreign markets kept values abroad 
from rising in sympathy with the higtier level 
attained on this side. : 7 

In striking contrast to the course of prices 
in the previous year the low values were seen 
at the opening of the year while the high fig- 
ures came at the end of the twelvemonth. 
In January the average price was $5. A grad- 
ually rising scale of prices was witnessed 
during the balance of the year, with the sin- 
gle exception of April, although the December 


‘average pricé was 10c less than November, 


when the average stood at $5.60. Top steers 
for the year sold on the open market at $7.90.

CHICAGO'S PROPHET OF WRATH. 
Such citizens of Chicago as have built 
or rented their. residences in Lake View 
and along other uninspiring levels have 
been measurably prepared within the last 
day or two for the realization of the warn- 
ing of Gentry the prophet, who says that 
the waters of the lake will soon sweep 


Chicago off the map. This is to be caused 


by a readjusting tip of the earth, which 
will empty Lake rie and spread Lake 
Michigan 200 miles or more farther south, 
much to the inconvenience of .those who 
have invested in real estate in this neigh- 
borhood. Tiere is, of course, one way of 
escape for persons who accépt Gentry as 
the true ‘prophet. They will be “caught 
up and carried out of the way of devas- 
tation, but whether in a perfected airship 
or in a chariot of fire is not as yet di- 
vulged. : 
Despite this gloomy prospect of sub- 
merged millions, to say nothing of the at- 
tendant property loss, it is not believed 
that the calamity is so imminent as to 
cause material changes in the plans al- 
ready made for the development of Chi- 
cago along substantia] lines. Possibly 
Mayor Dunne may see in it sufficient rea- 
son why the rehabilitation of the street 
car service should be delayed until the 
people have had an opportunity to enjoy 
a Gentry referendum. He may argue 
that in view of this unexpected obstacle 
the people should be permitted to express 
themselves as to the utility or futility of 
establishing a service which may be put 
a hundred feet under water. In such mo-

October, it carried through the year, would 
be 20.80. The annual rate of resignation 
among lettér. carriers is not nearly so 
large, but it, too, shows an increase from 
2.0 per cent for last year to 4.1 tor Octe- 
ber. 

The figures show that a salary of $1,000 
a year is not enough to keep valuable men 
in the service. A man who is capable of 
performing the exacting duties of a mail 
clerk in a responsible position is capable 
of earning a larger salary outside the em- 
ployment of the government. To retain 
those clerks who have proved their worth 
it will be necessary to offer greater in- 
ducements. The measure proposed by Mr. 
Hitchcock does this in two different ways. 
It affords a possibility of receiving as high 
as $1,200 a year, and it extends the an- 
nual. vacation from fifteen days to thirty. 
The department also proposes to increase 
the number of clerks so that overtime 
need not be required of the regular force, 

That this change or something like it 
is required is self-evident. Any business 
man knows that his business would suffer 
if one-fifth of his employés left him each 


year and it was necessary to break in new 


helpers. The postoffice department, while 
not run for profit, is a business enterprise 
and should be conducted on business lines. 
Since civil service rnles were adopted and 
the department taken out of the sphere t 
practical politics there has been nothing 
proposed which is as businesslike and has 
as much promise of good in it as this 
scheme of retaining experienced men in 
the service as long as they are of use. 
It most be understood that the proposal 
to increase salaries is not prompted pri- 
marily by a desire to benefit the recipi- 
ents but by the need of securing greater 
efficiency for the government. In the old 
days, and at present in some state or 
county offices, a proposal to pay larger 
salaries would be looked upon with sus- 
picion as savoring of graft. Men who 
are appointed for merely political reasons 
are likely to get more pay than they are 
worth. But the perfection of the postal 
service is a matter of such importance to 
every one that there can be no objection 
from any source to paying whatever price 
is necessary to keep expert and valuable 
men. : 


‘THE CARELESS EMPLOYEE. | 

.The Baltimore and Ohio was an unfor- 
tunate road last year. Nearly 120 lives 
were lost on its lines in two wrecks. The 
damages to be paid on account of deaths 
and injuries will cut down the surplus re- 
ceipts piled up by prosperous business. 
Two bad accidents in a few months will 
not affect the freight business of the road, 
but may hurt passenger traffic. The trav- 
eling public will be likely to give the pref- 
erence to some other line whose employés 
are not. conspicuously careless. 

The wreck at Woodville: was owing to 
gross disregard of standing rules ‘by an 
engineer. The one near Washington was 
owing to neglect of duty by an operator or 
an engineer. The road has the block 
system; but an operator did not display 
the proper signal or the engineer failed to 
see it, either because it was obscured ‘by 
a dense fog or because he was not on the 
lookout. The foggy weather should -have 
made him especially observant at signal 
points, but on this occasion he may have 
been thinking of something else. 


The negligence of some employé made 


the block system of no avail and caused 
a frightful wreck. If a railroad cannot 
teach its employés to obey rules the man- 
ual block system will be inadequate as a 
preventive of collisions. It will have to 
be discarded for the automatic system. 
Its value lies in the fact that when a 
train enters a block the signals are set by 
electric’ connection between the locomo- 
tive and the signaling apparatus. The 
automatic system is in use in the New York 
subway, where the blocks are short and 
the traffic heavy. There have been no ac- 
cidents, because the human factor has 
been practically eliminated. 

The cost of installation of the system is 
heavy, about $2,000 a mile, but the rail- 
roads will find it cheaper than the manual 
system, which costs much less at first, 
unless they can subject their employés to 
some degree of discipline. The manual 
block system would answer all. purposes 
if railroad men were less reckless. If 
their dilment is incurable’ the railroads 
will have to depend on mechanism where 
they now depend on men. In one way or 
another they must protect the lives of 
passengers more effectively than they do 


now. 5

There le no name in all France that is more 
intensely execrated in the winegrowing dis- 
tricts than that of Fitzjames.

Mention of Glenlyon in these letters a few 
days ago in connection with the curse of 
Glencoe resting upon the family of the eari 
of Stair recalls to mind the fact that ac- 
eording to Scottish tradition Pontius Pilate 
was born at Glenlyon, not far from the spot 
where the ancient yew of Fortingall has 
flourished, according to experts in arbori- 
culture, for near 3,000 years, being already 
an ancient tree at the time of the birth of 
Christ. It is recorded circumstantially that 
shortly before the birth of Christ a Roman 
embassy was sent to Scotland by Emperor 
Augustus, one of the envoys being the father 
of Pontius Pilate. He was accompanied by 
his wife, and they were courteously received 
by Metellaus, or Metellanus, a Caledonian 
king, and were entertained by him in his prim- 
itive abode near Fortingall, where Mrs. 
Pilate, mére, gave birth to young Pontius. 

It has been historically proved that Cesar 
Augustus did send an embassy to Scotland 
about the beginning of the Christian era, and 
that Metellaus, or Metellanus, was the name 
of the Scottish ruler who. was reigning in 
the second year of the Christian era. The 
remains of a Roman camp are still visible 
near Fortingall. It ig on record that the mis - 
sion of the Roman embassy was successful, 
and that they established with King Metel- 
lanus ‘‘an amitie with the Romans, which 
continued betwixt them and his kingdome 
for a long time after.“ .

1 do not know if my Scottish readers will 
thank me for recalling this Ancient tradi- 
tion, which ascribes to the Land o' Cakes 
the doubtful honor of having been the birth- 
place of one of the léast attractive characters 
ofthe bible. But it is interesting all the same. 
As ‘for the yew treé which cast its shadow 
over his earliest infancy, it is asserted to 
be the oldest tree in Europe. It was described 
by the Hon. Daines Barrington in The 
Transactions of the Royal Society of 1709 
in these terms: I méasgured the circumfer- 
ence of this yew tree, and therefore cannot 
be migtaken when I inform you that it 
amounted to fifty-two feet.“ In the Sta- 
tistical Account of Scotland,“ published in 
1791, the dimensions are also given as fifty- 
two fect. In 1879 the late Sir Robert Christi- 
son, one of the most learned arboriculturists 
in Europe, made a thorough scientific exam- 
ination of the Fortingall yew, and calculated 
that it must have been considerably over 3,000 
years old. Though now reduced to a mere 
shell, it still carries profuse foliage, and may 
justly be regarded as one of the wonders of 
the vegetable world

Stephen Pichon is the ninety-eighth minister 
of foreign affairs of France since the office 
was first created by King Henry III. on Jan. 1, 
1589, and bestowed upon Louis de Revol, and 
the list since then contains many historic 
names, among them those of cardinals de 
Bernis and Dubois, Talleyrand, the duc de 
Choiseul, and the marquis of Argenson in the 
eighteenth century, and of Chateaubriand, 
Lamartine, the duc de Richelieu, Marshal 
Soult, Thiers, Guizot, and Gambetta in the 
nineteenth century.

Lady Audrey Buller, wife of Sir Redvers

Sir Redvers Buller has been 
appointed administrator of the estates of 
Lord Townshend, estates which are burdened 
with incumbrances, but which may yet be 
made to yield their owner something if man- 
aged by an honorable man, such as the gen- 
eral, instead of by people such as those who 
have been fattening on the property until 
now.

Had not Lady Buller come forward the 
marquis would have been obliged to pay the 
costs in question, these being held as a first 
charge on his limited resources, although 
he certainly had no wish whatsoever to be 
judicially declared imbecile, and would 
gladly have avoided those legal proceedings 
which were to prohounce him mentally unfit. 
Indeed, the unfairness of the whole thing 
has led to a move being made for the amend-

sioner of Internal Revenue John W. Yerkes 
says this is an exaggeration. He does not 
believe that more than 50,000,000 galions will 
be manufacturéd, but even so this will be al- 
most as much as the combined production of 
Germany, Great Britain, and France, the 
three countries which have employed de- 
natured alcohol in the arts and industries 
and in heating and lighting of homes with 
satisfactory results. Germany uses annually 
38,000,000 galions, France 9,000,000, and Great 
Britain 7,000,000. Commissioner Yerkes an- 
ticipates a larger production in this country 
even for the first year, because he said: 

„We are a people more extravagant and 
luxurious and quicker and better fitted to 
apply the product to new lines of work than 
any in the world.” 

‘Withdrawal of Tax Provided. 

The law which goes into effect tomorrow 
provides that alcohol now bearing the in- 
ternal revenue tax of $2 per wine gallon 

90 4 be withdrawn from a bonded ware- 
house.free of this tax on condition that it 
has been 
the direction of an authorized government 
officer, with wood alcohol or other denatur- 
ing material destroying the character of al- 
cohol as a beverage and rendering it unfit 
as a beverage or for medicinal purposes. 

Before selecting denaturing material, Com- 
missioner Yerkes made a study of the sys- 
tems in usé abroad during the last half 
century. This developed that wood alcohol 
was the best denaturant and in order to im- 
part an unpleasant odor to denatured spirits 
benzoin or bone oll was added. 

The new law makes no change in any way 
with reapect to controlling the production 
of alcohol. A distillery producing alcohol 
for denaturing purposes must be constructed 
as required by the law enacted forty years 
ago. Neither the law nor the regulations 
of. the d ent place any limit upon 
the production of the distillery. It may pro- 
duce ten gallons a day; it may produce 10,- 
000 gallons. Under existing conditions there 
are but few distilleries, and those large ones, 
which produce alcohol. Commissioner Yerkes 
promises to issue a new regulation for. the 
inspection of farm distilleries as soon as they

New Legislation Important. 

“The new legislation is important in many 
retzpects, he said today. It will give to 
all manufacturing industries heretofore 
using grain or wood alcoho! in connection 
with their output much cheaper fuel for 
industrial purposes, allowing them to com- 
pete with manufacturers in similar lines of 
business in foreign countries. It will result 
in the establishment in this country of some 
manufacturing industries which heretofore 
have been barred by reason of the advantage 
given to such industries under the laws of 
Great Britain, France, Germany, and other 
countries. It will increase the production 
‘of alcohol, thereby giving a broader market 
to the producers of grain and other agricul- 
tural products that can be used for distilla- 
tion purposes. It will open the door to the 
farmer to produce alechol through the erec- 
tion of distilleries, which cam be built at 
small cost and operated during the winter 
when farm work is light.” 

What will de the effect of the law upon 
the Standard Oll trust?“ Mr. Yerkes was 
asked 

“Competition will occur, not at first 
marked, but the new product will become 
a competitor with kerosene and gasoline for 
the production of light, heat, and power. I 
do not expect. this to occur during 1907, or 
“possibly during 1908, but that it will come 
in a short. time is to my mind as certain as 
that day follows night.” 


has evinced deep interest in the effect of the 
operation of the new law. A representative 
of the dominion was in Washington three 
weeks ago, and announced as a result of 
Conferences that it would be necessary for 
his government to make certain changes in 
its laws in order to meet the new competi- 
tion which would be created.

No Change in Revenue System. 

There is a widespread impression,”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Yerkes, that the new law 
changes.the existing internal revenue system 
with regard to the production of distilled 
spirits., This is not so. No change in any par- 
ticular whatever has been made. Alcohol 
must be placed in bonded warehouses as un- 
der the old law, and the new law will allow 
it to be withdrawn free of tax of $2 per wine 
gallon measure when there has béen added to 
it material destroying, its beverage qualities 
and unfitting it for use in liquid medicinal 
preparations. 

“Any distillery that may be constructed 
must be built and will be operated under 
the old internal revenue laws. If farm dis- 
tilleries are constructed which produce alco- 
hol in small quantities as compared with 
large establishments existing when the law 
was framed, it is more than probable that 
‘changes in the existing system will be made 
to meet necessities as they arise. However, 
as the cost of surveillance is borne absolutely 
by thé government, it is not a matter of con- 
cern or of financial moment to tae farmer 
whether a government official is at his dis- 
tillery every hour of the day or whether he 
visits it once a week. As alcohol bears such 
heavy internal revenue tax and is such an 
important factor in the revenues of govern- 
ment every door against fraud must be closed 
and no opportunity giver for alcohol which 
has not paid the tax to get on the market and 
compete with the tax paid article.

Some is produced in Michigan 
as by-product of the beet sugar industry, some 
in Louisiana as by-product of the cane sugar 
industry, and some in New York and Ohio.

Probably fewer people will ride on free 
the Unitcd States today 
than ever before since the early history of 
American railways. ‘This will be due to the 
fact that the anti-pass provision of the Hep- 
burn rate act went into effect at midnight. 

The new rate law forbids any common 
carrier subject to its provisions “ to issue or 
give any interstate free ticket, free pass, or 
free. transportation for passengers.“ except 
to railway gmployés and officers and their 
families, and certain specified classes of-reli- 
gious and charitable workers and objects of 
charity. Any common ¢arrier violating this 
provision may be fined not less than 5100 or 
more than $1,000, and any person accepting 
a pass in violation of the act is subject. to 
like penalty. 


Some Will Issue State Passes. 

The free es to influence legislation and 
business, and for other illegitimate purposes, 
may be considered a thing of the past so far 
as interstate business is concerned, but it is 
different as regards the free pass for state 
travel. When the new law went into effect 
it looked as if the roads generally would 
withdraw all state passes also. This expec- 
tation will not be fulfilled. The Pernnsyl- 
vania and New York Central lines abolished 
free pasees at the beginning of last year and 
will not revive their use, but it will still be 
possible to get free rides within a state on 
some, if not most, of the weaker eastern 
lines.

The year was notable for the small number 
of railway failures. Of the 2,000 steam reil- 
Way companies, independent and subsidiary, 


im the country, only «ix, having a mileage of 


204 miles, bonds for $21,041,000 and stocks for 
$34,001,000, went into the hands of receivers. 
They were the Toledo Railway and Terminal, 
31 miles; Union and Glenn Springs, 22 miles; 
Velasco, Brazos and Northern, 20 miles; New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania, 27 miles; Chicago 
Terminal Transfer, 84 miles; Peoria and Pe- 
kin Terminal, 20 miles. 

Eight railways were foreclosed under mort- 
gage. This is a smaller number than were 
foreclosed in any year of the last thirty-one 
except 1905, and the mileage, 262 miles, and 
capitalization, $10,400,000, involved in fore- 
closures were the smallest in the last thirty- 
one years. 

The small number of railway failures will 
indicate the high degree of prosperity the 
roads enjoyed during the year.

Majority in Manitoba Favors Provin- 
cial Long Distance System—Mu- 
nicipal Issue Factor. 


Winnipeg, Man., Dec. 31.—[Special.}—Com- 
plete reports from all parts of the province 
of Manitoba indicate that the government's 
by-law for the installation of a provincial 
long distance telephone system received a 
majority of 3.770.
